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Open Invitation to 
Council Reorganizing

Each year at this time, the Sierra Madre City Council 
appoints a new mayor from among its membership to 
serve a 12-month term. Appointment of Sierra Madre’s 
newest Mayor and Mayor Pro Tern is scheduled as the 
first item of business Tuesday, Apr. 25, at 6:30 p.m. The 
City Council invites Sierra Madre residents to attend 
Tuesday’s meeting, followed by an informal reception 
recognizing the accomplishments of outgoing Mayor 
Mary Ann MacGillivray. 

Mayor MacGillivray will take time at the outset of 
Tuesday’s meeting to express, on behalf of the entire 
City Council, appreciation to the ad hoc Economic De¬ 
velopment Committee and ad hoc Transportation Com¬ 
mittee. The ad hoc Economic Development Committee 
has voluntarily served the City Council for over two 
years and will continue to do so through 1995. The 
Transportation Committee has similarly served as an ad¬ 
visory committee to the City Council for a year and a 
half and concludes its assignment Apr. 25. 


Two Arrests Made for Possession of Narcotics, Theft of U.S. Mail, Forgery 


Sierra Madre police 
have arrested two mem¬ 
bers of what they believe 
to be a large mail theft ring 
covering territory from 
here to Long Beach. 

At 2:30 a.m. Monday, 

ApTi 10, Sierra Madre po¬ 
lice officer Frank Nunes 
stopped a car on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. for moving 
violations. When he saw a 
crack pipe sticking out of 
a bag on the passenger 
seat, he ordered the 
startled driver and passen¬ 
ger out of the car. Also in 
the car was a large sack of 
mail—stolen from mail 
boxes in Sierra Madre, Arcadia and Monrovia. Both men 
in the car, Virgilio Pulido and Edzel O. Azogue, were 
arrested and taken to the Sierra Madre police station. 

According to Sierra Madre police detective John 
Cordischi, they were then interviewed on videotape. 
“The two suspects copped out to a scheme that’s preva¬ 
lent in the Long Beach area now called ‘jogging,”’ 
Coidischi explained. “One guy will drive a car while one 
to several others will go jogging through residential ar¬ 
eas, taking the mail from mailboxes. They’re using 
checks, credit cards, driver’s licenses, whatever, for forg¬ 
ery ojperations. 

* “Cai<dt»«d»irpcwar«MnniMewakeailjiiihiiWfft1 and 
made out to themselves,” he said. “A few checks were 
cashed down in the Long Beach area, with the suspects’ 
names on them. 

“I did a search warrant of a house in Long Beach on 
Monday. I found more mail, cocaine, methamphetamine, 
apparatus to cook this cocaine to make crack, and the 
methamphetamine to make ice.” (Cutting agents are pu¬ 
rified out of the methamphetamine to create ice, which 
is then smoked like crack). 

“We also found several aluminum bins where they 
had several stolen checks in an acetone washing solu¬ 
tion,” Cordischi continued. He explained that the sus¬ 
pects would dip all but the signature on the check into a 
solution of acetone and water, which effectively washes 
the ink out of the check. They would then fill out a new 
Han» and amount, making the checks payable to them¬ 
selves. (The procedure works on personal checks, not 
printed checks.) “We did find one at Gre^ Western Bank 
in Bellflower in the suspect’s name. They had Treasury 
cash refund checks, personal checks, you name it.” 

Authorities do not yet know how many checks have 
been forged. Evidence is still being collated. “We have 
approximately 150 to 200 pieces of mail,” Cordischi 
said. “I sent letters to everybixly. I’ve been contacted by 
six people already; three of those people state that checks 
have bMn forged at their banks. In our area—Monrovia, 
Arcadia, Sierra Madre—we caught them with the mail, 
so they didn’t get a chance to use anything. Most of the 
forgeries occurred in the Lakewood-Bellflower-Long

Design Your City May 5-7 


• Do post any mail containing signed personal 
checks at a Post Office or certified post office box. 

• If you are expecting checks in the mail, do 
make arrangements for them to be sent registered 
mail or via a private service (Federal Express, UPS) 
that will require your signature before delivery. 

• Do keep close track of bank account activity. 

• Do lock your mail box, if at all possible. 

DON'T 

• Don’t send bills or other mail containing signed 
personal checks from your home mail box. 

• Don’t assume bank employees are scanning 
your incoming checks for potential forgeries—usu¬ 
ally, they don’t have enough time. 

• Don’t put the red flag up on your mail box— 
it’s an invitation to potential thieves. 

• Don’t let your mail sit unattended for long pe¬ 
riods of time.

One of our writers made a real mind-turning request: 
“Quick, name the three gretuest books you’ve ever read.” 

I instantly flashed on two, but at least four or five vied 
for the thifd spot It was a mind-turner because it forced 
me out of the tightly prioritized, project-oriented, take- 
a-thought-out-then-file-it mentality a pressurized work¬ 
day enforces. It sparked my creative juices. 

It would take me hours to list the three most influen¬ 
tial songs or albums I’ve heard...so many have touched 
and sustained me. Films would take only slightly less 
time. Such lists appear trivial on the surface, but in my 
experience they are a means of shorthand communica¬ 
tion. In my generation, at least, you ask someone about 
their favorite music as a way of learning who they are. 
What music expresses their yearnings and rushing fears? 
Listeners can’t or won’t articulate their own swirling 
thoughts, so they identify with music (or a book, or film) 
all the more intensely as their own voice. A friend likes 
to ask people which three musicians—solo or group, 
d e ad or alive—they would have at an imaginary birth¬ 
day party if time and money posed no obstacles. The an¬ 
swers reveal much about the speaker. (In fact, he asked 
me that the first time we went out, and I was painfully 
aware I was disclosing more about myself than I was 
ready to share.) One of my best girlfriends dated a 
thirtysomething man who would only watch old black- 
and-white Worid War II movies—peculiar, though noth¬ 
ing inherently wrong there. But in his circumstances it 
offered a warning about his true character. 

My book choices? In no particular order (and putting 
the Bible and other religious texts in a separate category): 
Ceremony by Leslie Marmon Silko, Blue Highways by 
William Least Heat Moon, and Little Women by Louisa 
May Alcott On a different day they’d swap places with 
Walden (Thoreau), A/ice in Wonderland (Lewis Carroll), 
Letters to a Young Poet (Rainer Maria Rilke), The Prince 
of Tides (Pat Conroy), Seven Storey Mountain (Thomas

Western Waste dumps the mingle at the Sierra Madre 
city yards and sorts and reloads it onto the recycling 
truck. 

Presumably, the “cleaner” the recycling, the more 
efficient (and ultimately less expensive) the final sort¬ 
ing—including trash removal—at the collection center 
(the thriving Alan Company in Baldwin Park). Western 
Waste would surely like to know of any observed im¬ 
pediments to this goal.

A smattering of day¬ 
time burglaries in Sierra 
Madre prompted a few 
concerned residents to call 
The News for an update on 
the situation. The burglar¬ 
ies all occurred within a 
two-week stretch. Each 
shared a similar pattern: 
the robbery occurred dur¬ 
ing daylight hours (mostly 
in the afternoon), and each 


residence had securely 
locked doors and win¬ 
dows. 

According to Police 
Chief Joe Surgent, his of¬ 
ficers are giving the situa¬ 
tion priority attention, 
even though no more bur¬ 
glaries have occurred since 
a week ago Friday. At that 
time, two burglary sus¬ 
pects were taken into cus¬ 


tody in Arcadia. Sierra 
Madre police, working 
from half a fingerprint 
taken from one of the 
crime sites, compared 
prints. None matched, but 
no more robberies have 
been reported. 

“Look out for strang¬ 
ers,” Surgent advises resi¬ 
dents. “Call if you see 


someone you don’t recog¬ 
nize, driving or walking 
around your neighbor¬ 
hood. In every one of these 
cases, locking things up 
didn’t do any good be¬ 
cause the door or window 
was smashed in. But the 
person had to check 
around to know that no one 
was home.”

for the mailman to pick up, 
and it was stolen by the 
suspects.” 

A note found in the sus¬ 
pects’ house, written by an 
associate, made reference 
to “going jogging.” At 
presstime, Cordischi com¬ 
mented, “We’ve been in¬ 
vestigating with the Postal 
Service all week, and 
we’re finding new victims 
every day. They’re all over 
the Long Beach-Carson 
area.” He said police have 
names of other members in 
the mail theft ring. “We 
expect to arrest further sus¬ 
pects,” he stated. ‘The in¬ 
vestigation is ongoing. It’s 
a major conspiracy down 
in the Long Beach area.”

ARBORETUM 
WALK5

On our Arboretum 
walks we’ve been watch¬ 
ing the Victorian Rose 
Garden emerge from its 
winter hiatus. First the new 
leaves appeared on the 
rose bushes, then the buds 
and now finally the full 
glorious flowers. 

Clambering over the ar¬ 
bor at the ends of the gar¬ 
den is old-timer Belle of 
Portugal. Luscious 
Sombreuil and at the other 
end lovely Mme. Alfred 
Carriere climb up posts. 
Along the sides of the gar¬ 
den are trellises of Wind 
Chimes, Desprez a Fleurs 
Jaunes and Lady 
Hillingdon. Such extrava¬ 
gant names to go with 
equally extravagant roses. 


We were thrilled to dis¬ 
cover in boxes at two gar¬ 
den entrances maps nam¬ 
ing all the roses. Of course, 
it took us a moment to fig¬ 
ure out how to hold the 
map. But once that skill 
was accomplished, we 
were able to mark and note 
our favorites. 

The roses here are “old 
roses” (those introduced 
before 1867) or modem 
roses hybridized to re¬ 
semble old roses. In either 
case, the roses are 
“shrubby” and loose. At¬ 
tention was paid to disease 
resistance and climate suit¬ 
ability when selecting 
roses for this garden. Si¬ 
erra Madre’s Bill 
Robinson spearheaded the 


reconstruction of the gar¬ 
den. He and a devoted 
group of volunteers con¬ 
tinue to maintain the gar¬ 
den, removing old flowers 
and installing new plants. 

On Wednesday, Apr. 
26, Bill will conduct a 
workshop in the Rose Gar¬ 
den covering how to con¬ 
trol pests and care for roses 
throughout the summer. 
Also, Bill will demonstrate 
how to propagate roses 
and, as a special treat, par¬ 
ticipants may choose a cut¬ 
ting from one rose in the 
Arboretum’s Rose Garden 
to take home for practice. 
We will reserve right away 
with the CAF office (447- 
8207) for this program. 

Roses are the subject of 
the Pacific Rose Society 
Show, to be held Saturday 
and Sunday, Apr. 21 and 
22, in Ayres Hall.

Local Artist Seeks 
Refuge for Paintings 

By Barry Schwam 

This article is really more of a story, and it wants to 
tell the tale of a local artist who truly believes in his work; 
a lifetime of devotion to the arts as an immortal exten¬ 
sion of himself. George Keahey—painter, sculptor, 
writer, collector—has created and amassed many de¬ 
cades’ worth of works of art. And when he dies, he wants 
his work to live. More important than that, he wants it 
to provide financial support for worthwhile, charitable 
causes. 

Mr. Keahey has no known living relatives. He knows 
that he will die someday, and he has no one to inherit 
his material goods. He does not want his works of art 
(over 600 paintings, and more) to be left to the state or 
to sit in the basement of an art museum. Therefore, 
Keahey has the unique idea of beginning a nonprofit, 
charitable foundation.

My dog had Demodex mites as a puppy. 
Why do they get them and are they conta¬ 
gious? 

Demodex are a mieroseopie mite that nor¬ 
mally inhabits the hair follieles of dogs. Nor¬ 
mally, the dog's immune system keeps them 
from overpopulating and causing problems. 
In puppies their immune systems are not 
fully mature and the mites can overgrow and 
cause patches ot hair loss. It is diagnosed by 
a skin scraping and observing the mites un¬ 
der the microscope. Usually they are treated 
with a special dip or a topical ointment if the 
lesions are small and localized. Demodex 
mites are not contagious to non-neonates. It 
is rare to see an adult dog develop skin le¬ 
sions from Demodex mites w ithout an under¬ 
lying systemic disesase suppressing it s im¬ 
mune system.

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School Test Scores Favorable

Recently, there has 
been some misunderstand¬ 
ing over results of the lat¬ 
est round of standardized 
testing in Arcadia schools. 
To find out the real story. 
The News spoke with Dr. 
Mary Ann Sund, director 
of curriculum and assess¬ 
ment for the Arcadia Uni¬ 
fied School District. 

Regarding Arcadia 
Schools, Dr. Sund stated, 
“Scores on individual tests 
of academic skills in read¬ 
ing, writing and math are 


in the top 25 percent na¬ 
tionally, and higher than 
the rest of the county and 
state.” This evaluation is 
based on a set of individual 
standardized tests for spe¬ 
cific skills used by the 
Arcadia School District, 
which are different than 
the test the state uses. 

Dr. Sund went on to 
explain that the current 
standardized test used by 
the state is different than 
previous tests and, possi¬ 
bly as a result, state-wide 


reading scores were disap¬ 
pointing. She states that 
the recently elected Detain 
Easton, California’s Su¬ 
perintendent of Public In¬ 
struction, has just put to¬ 
gether a state committee to 
evaluate methods of in¬ 
struction in reading and 
math. The committee will 
also examine the tests and 
determine what direction 
to take in the future to 
evaluate and improve Cali¬ 
fornia students’ reading 
and math skills.
